With British Market 


‘Can Only Be Done By Volume and 
| Continuity Of Supply 

Whether we care to make a decis- 
ion or not, it will be necessary for 
producers to say yes or no to the 
question whether production should 
be increased in order to maintain our 
contacts with the British market. 
Little dabs of surplus will neither 
| establish nor maintain remunerative 
|business connections with the Bri- 
tish market. Only with volume and 
continuity of supply can we hope to 
keep a profitable outlet open in that 
direction. 

On several occasions the Federal 
Minister of Agriculture, Honorable 
W. R. Motherwell, has drawn atten- 
tion to existing conditions. Sooner 
;or later a policy will have to, be 
| adopted, relating to the situation, 
and sooner or later we, as producers 
‘of agricultural products, will be oblig- 
ed to share in the advantages‘or dis- 
,advantages that such a policy may 
create. : 

The situation is simply this. Our 
cheese exports are dwindling, and our 
bacon offerings are getting smaller 
and smaller. In 1928 New Zealand 
supplied the Old Country with 53 per 
cent. of their cheese requirements, 
while Canada sent only 30 per cent. 
Our contribution in cheese is sixty 
million pounds less per year than it 
was in 1913. When hog grading was 
inaugurated, seven or eight years ago, 
there was a difference in selling price 
between Canadian and Danish bacon 
of from 20 to 30 shillings per cwt. As 
the quality of our bacon improved that 
differential was practically wiped out; 
but the difference in value seems to 
be growing again, and the reason for 
it will be found more in lack of sup- 
ply than in quality of product.

the commons as'a matter of form, 
voiced strenuous objection. Members 
objected to approving legislation 
which they knew nothing about. Mr. 
Woodsworth protested 
against any effort to pass several bills 
en bloc, and for a time insisted that 
the members sponsoring the measures 
furnish the house with explartations. 
A partial blockade developed, and a 
more serious one threatened. 

The intervention of Premier Mac- 
kenzie King, during the month of 
April last, doubtless helped in the 
temporary solution of the problem. 
It was on April 22, when debate on 
the propriety of parliament granting 
divorces and the need of divorce 
courts in Ontario was in full swing, 
that thé prime minister spoke briefly. 
He pointed out that parliament had, 
during that very session, decided 
against the establishment of a divorce 
court for the province of Ontario. For 
the time being; therefore, ‘it appeared 
necessary to deal with divorce appli- 
cations, as in the past, by private 
bill. But the government would con- 
tinue to give very serious considera- 
tion to the matter. 

“I could not promise that we will 
find a solution during this session of 
parliament,” added Mr. King, “but I 
would express the hope that by an- 
other session, by conference in the in- 
terval with members, we may find it 
po-sible to effect some arrangement 
which will enable those seeking di- 
vorce to secure sych redress as should 
be given them by means which will 
commend itself more completely to 

arliament and avoid a recurrence of 
a situation such as we have at the 
moment.” ‘
